1. What is a token? (A) A token is a medium of exchange for a stated 
value or service and advertising. It has a non-government issue 
mainly in coin form. 

2. What are Civil War Tokens? (A) Civil War Tokens were private issue 
during the American Civil War, due to coin Shortages. Issued by local 
merchants in 1861, they were repealed by Act of Congress in 1864. 

3. What are Hard Times Tokens? (A) Hard Times Tokens were issued during 
the 1830 - 40's and had a catch-work of Political and Satirical over 
tones. They circulated at a time when banks fell on Hard Times. 

4 What is a fantasey? (A) Refers to a piece that is not genuine. 

9- What is a Counter Stamp? (A) It is a mark made over the Original. 

6 What is meant by Obverse? Reverse? (A) Obverse means front and reverse 
means back. 

7. What is a planchet? (A) Planchet is the coin that has been cut out, 
prior to its going under the dir press. 

8. What is a Scrip? (A) Scrip is paper tokens. 

9. What is meant to Toned? (A) Toning is the natural condition of a token, 
medal, etc., due to aging. 

@°: What is meant by Mint Lustre? (A) The original shine on a token, etc., 

as seen in the minting process. 

11. What is a Maverick? (A) Maverick means a token whose origins are not 
known. 

12. What does AL mean? (A) AL means Aluminun. 

13. What does BR mean? (A) BR means Brass. 

14. What does MM mean? (A) MM is a metric system measurement of Millimeter 
used to describe the size of tokens, etc. 

15. What does OCT mean? (A) OCT means Octagonal, describing an eight sided 
token. 

16. What does RD mean? (A) RD means round. 

17. What does TRI mean? (A) TRI means Triangular, a three sided shape of 
a token. 

18. What does WM mean? (A) WM means white metal to describe a white or 
Silver appearance on a token. 

19. What does GF mean? (A)GF means Good For, referring to the information 
about to be described on a token. 

20. What does IT mean? (A) IT means In Trade. 

21. What does C/O mean? (A) C/O means Cut Out, referring to the portion of 
a tokens' middle that has been removed. 

22. What is a Rarity Scale? (A) Rarity Scale refers to numbers 1-10 
indicating the known amount of a kind or type. 

23. What does C.C.C. mean? (A) Civilian Conservation Corp. 

24. What does the work Vecturist mean? (A) Vecturist means the collector 
of Vecture: these are transportation items, mainly tokens. 

@:. What does the SL stamp mean? (A) Salt Lake Stamp Company. 

6. What is EXOMUMIA? (A) Term used to describe items indirectly related 

to the field of Numismatics.
